ORDER OF DISMISSAL WITH PREJUDICE 

This case is before the Court for consideration of the Joint Motion for Approval of 
Settlement and Dismissal. Based on the representations of the respective parties' counsel, as set 
forth in writing in the Joint Motion, the Court hereby FINDS that the settlement reached between 
the parties is the product of arms-length negotiation; that the settlement is entered into freely by 
each of the respective parties, each of whom having had the assistance of counsel at all stages of 
this lawsuit; and that the settlement provides a fair resolution of the disputed facts and legal 
issues existing between them. 

In addition, on Tuesday, November 21, 2006, this Court held a conference call on the 
record with counsel for both parties to discuss the particulars of the settlement agreement. 
During this conference call, the record which is hereby incorporated into and made part of this 
Order, the Court learned that the settlement agreement provides that the Plaintiff will recover 
100% of the overtime pay supported by the available records, that the parties have agreed to a 
compromise on liquidated damages, and that attorney's fees resulting from the settlement 
agreement are consistent with the initial retainer agreement between Plaintiff and his counsel. 
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Accordingly, this Court hereby GRANTS the Joint Motion for Approval of Settlement 
and Dismissal, APPROVES the settlement, and hereby ORDERS that this case shall be, and 
hereby is, DISMISSED WITH PREJUDICE, with each party responsible for their own attorney's 
fees and costs.
